fassistance, This reduction of steer- 

ing effort is in line with the trend 
ward equal distribution of weight 
all four wheels of the truck, 
which is becoming increasingly nec- 
essary due to legislation limiting the 
weight per wheel in many states. 

The new unit is available for in- 
Stallation on trucks using standard 
steering devices, and is also designed 
for built-in intallation at the fac- 
tory. In the remote event of failure 
of any part of the air steering con- 
trol the mechanical controls imme- 
ditely become effective. ‘With this 
device it will be possible also to re- 
duce the steering gear ratio, thus 
requiring less wind-up in steering 
and providing quicker driver control 
in emergencies. 

The company reports that it al- 
ready has received an order for 
sixty-five installation on a truck 
fleet in New York city alone, and 
that contracts for 2,000 additional 
installations are expected within the 
mext year. The new units will be 
manufactured at the Wilmerding 
Plant of the Westinghouse Air 
Brake Company. 

S. Johnson, chief engineer of the 
Bendix - Westinghouse Automotive 
Air Brake Company, in discussing 
the new unit described its purposes

At the moment it does not look 
as if the industry would beat the 
production record of April, 1932, 
when 155,136 vehicle units were 
turned out. In fact, the April total 
from present indications should run 
somewhere between 125,000 and 135,- 
000. The sales bulge, which is hoped 
for about the middle of the month, 
may, of course, step production up 
faster than we expect and lift the 
output for the month to a higher 
figure. Prophecy at the present 
time is an even more than usually 
hazardous occupation. 

Developments during the last ten 
days of March have caused a num- 
ber of companies to lift tentative 





schedules for April. Knudsen of 
Chevrolet announced some days ago 
that his. dealers sold 10,006 vehicles 
during the second ten days of March, 
when the banking holiday was in 
full swing. This makes it look rea- 
sonably certain that April demand 
will force Chevrolet to build be- 
tween 40,000 and 50,000 vehicles. It 
is known that the Ford company 
expects to turn out 40,000 units in 
April. Harry Moock of Plymouth 
announced in Automotive Daily 
News on April 6 that his company 
would probably manufacture be- 
tween 18,000 and 20,000 cars in April. 
This makes it look as if the total 
| for all the Chrysler units would run 
| well over 25,000. 

If Chevrolet produces 45,000, Ford 
40,000 and the Chrysler units 25,000, 
we would have a total of 110,000 
vehicles turned out by these three 
manufacturers. We know that these 
three companies were responsible for 
80 per cent. of the total output in 


March. If this ratio holds for April 
output, the total for the month 
would be 132,000 vehicles, which

Either European owners are fast ap- 
proaching the American state of 
driving cars far beyond their nor- 
mal usefulness, or else distributors 
are finding new money in the re- 
tail motor business. 

“Continental’s export business is 
a case in point. 

“We signed no distributing agree- 
ments—had absolutely no overseas 


organization prior to January 1 of 
this year. Then, without displaying 
a single automobile in any impor- 
tant export market, we began to find 
interest manifested in Continental 
cars abroad. Particularly the Con- 
tinental Beacon and Flyer models 
have been sought after by foreign 
distributing firms. These cars cre- 
ate a new American product mar- 
ket abroad, just as they have in this 
country, even though direct and in- 
direct taxes absorb a substantial 
part of the retail price. Especially 
in those countries where weight 
taxes, gasoline levies and horsepower 
taxes are collected, are Continental 
cars rapidly gaining in favor. 

“Although this year marks Conti- 
nental’s entry into the export auto- 
mobile market, we now have a vital 
distributing organization in twenty- 
six countries. Not only have the 
firms placed substantial original or- 
ders with Continental, but in many 
cases they have repeated to such an 
extent that our proportion of export 
manufacture had to be revised up- 
ward. Mexico, for example, origi- 
nally ordered thirty Continental cars 
late in January. In March Camion- 
era Mexicana, S. A., our distributing 
organization in Mexico City, ordered 
twenty more automobiles for imme- 
diate shipment. The same has been 
true of the Pons Automobielhandel, 
Continental distributor in Holland, 
while within the last fortnight Mel- 
bourne, Australia, ordered 138 Con- 
tinental cars by long-distance tele- 
phone. Similar reports can be re- 
corded from any other foreign mar- 
kets. 

“With this increase apparent in 
the motor car business in many of 
the important countries of the world, 
indications point to a favorable in- 
crease in trade abroad within the 
next few months. Such enormous 
markets as those of India, the Ar- | 
gentine and others, whose capacity | 
has not yet been tapped, will, I be- 
lieve, ultimately develop into some 
of the largest marketing sources for 
American products we have ever 
known.”

PA. BELL TO END TRUCK 


Trenton, N. J., April 7—The 
House of Representatives in Penn- 
Sylvania has passed a bill eliminat- 
ing regulations which caused the 
Pennsylvania-New Jersey “truck 
war” last year, it was announced in 
the State House here. 
The bill, which goes to the Senate, 
extends full reciprocity to foreign 
| trucks and increases from fifteen to 
| thirty days the period during which 

foreign buses may operate in Penn- 
| syivania without a state license. 

It permits trucks from other states 
to operate in Pennsylvania for the 
same period those states extend this 
privilege to Pennsylvania licensed 
vehicles.

New York, April 7.—Newspapers, 
magazines and billboards will be 
utilized during 1933 in the biggest 
sales drive ever launched by the 
Ethyl Gasoline Corporation, it is an- 
nounced at the offices of the corpo- 
ration, owned jointly by General 
Moters Corporation and the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey. 

The executives of the corporation 
believe that the way to get business 
is to go after it through advertising. 
In the vast number of obsolescent 
cars still in use they see a prom- 
ising field for sales expansion even 
before a general upswing ensues. 
It is estimated that there are more 
than 18,00,000 cars on the road to- 
day that are over two years old. 

“Many companies have curtailed 
their advertising expenditure in 
view of the conditions with which 
business is faced,” the announce- 
ment declares. “The Ethyl Gasoline 
Corporation will invest almost twice 
as much money in advertising this 
year as it has in the past, includ- 
ing both our own program and our 
co-operative arrangements with the 
refiners who market our products. 
We are going forward on this scale 
despite the public’s limited purchas- 
ing power, greater competition and 
improved non-premium fuel.”

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Henry Ford’s Plans 


E cannot claim any exciusive, inside information as to 

what the Ford Motor Company is planning for the 

immediate future, but there are certain conditions that give 
a hint as to what it is reasonable to expect. 

In so far as we can judge the Ford organization does 
not intend to launch its new small car in the immediate 
future. Reports from suppliers indicate this, which means 
that companies which will probably supply parts and equip- 
ment for the car when it does emerge from the production 
chain, are not getting orders for their specialties. 

Some time ago, Arthur Brisbane, in his. newspaper 
column told the world that Henry Ford had confided to him 
-that a new and revolutionary car was to be brought out. 
There is some evidence that at one time the Ford company 
did intend to bring out this newcomer about April 1. Possibly 
the astute Mr. Ford did not consider the market propitious 
at this time and decided to wait until general conditions had 
improved before announcing the new vehicle; at any rate 
the unit is not likely to appear in the immediate future. 

The Ford Motor Company is geared so that it takes about 
5,000 per day production to show a satisfactory profit. Very 
possibly Mr. Ford cannot see a market of this size at the 
present time and has decided to wait. 

The Ford Motor Company is supposed to have lost about 
$53,000,000 in 1931. It has somewhere between $40,000,000 
and $60, 000,000 frozen tight in Detroit banks. Even ‘this 
organization with all its colossal resources, has to show rea- 
sonable prudence at the present time. Ordinarily Mr. Ford 
never has hesitated to take a preliminary loss on a new car 
while he is working production and sales up to the profit 
yielding level. But obviously present conditions will make 
anyone extremely cautious before embarking on any such 
campaign of loss-taking to get future profits. 


Revise the Anti-Trust Laws 


Automotive Daily News, on several occasions has pointed 
out the need for revising the so-called anti-trust laws, which 
at the present time prevent any co-operation among com- 
panies in the same field of industry or trade. 

These laws were necessary at the time they were put 
on the books. Big business had just reached its full growth 
and there is no denying that many unethical and unsafe 
practices had grown up. Big companies on all sides were 
reaching out to secure monopolies, with the obvious eventual 
intention of mulcting the public. Laws had to be devised to 
stop such practices and the anti-trust statutes came into 
being. 

The situation is very different today. Business has 
learned its lesson and knows that it cannot defy public opin- 
ion any more than an individual can. 

On the other hand, there is very great need for co-opera- 
tion among companies in the same line of activity. Industries 
need regulating and the only people who can do a successful 
job are the men in those varying fields of commercial activity. 

George P. Torrence of the Link Belt Company recently 
called attention to this need, suggesting that President Roose- 
velt appoint dictators to govern the major crops, wheat, rye, 
oats, etc., and dictators to regulate the principal industries. 
Mr. Torrence holds that each industry should have a trade 
association to make rules and a dictator to enforce them. 

Obviously this would have to be done under Federal 
supervision and given proper regulation of this kind, the 
interests of the public would be better protected than they 
are today under our system of cut-throat competition and 
lack of any co-operation among companies. 

President Roosevelt has done such amazingly construc- 
tive work so far, that there is reason to hope that in due 
couse he will take up consideration of improving this funda- 

mental factor in the business structure, 4

Hard times are often given as one 
of the reasons why the motor ve- 
hicle death record in this country 
decreased last year, but many traf- 
fic safety authorities are wondering 
if the reduction was not accom- 
plished in spite of the unsettled 
economic conditions rather than be- 
cause of them. 

In 1932 there were a great many 
cars on the road that, would have 
been better off in the junk pile and 
the situation this year will probably 
be changed but little. The condi- 
tion is vividly illustrated in a recent 
paper in which Robbins B. Stoeckel, 
Connecticut’s motor vehicle commis- 
sion, says, in part: 

“With the economic situation what 
it is and little money available for 
the purchase of those things which 
are not absolute necessities, the con- 
dition of motor vehicles generally 
has been allowed to run down. 
Motor vehicle condition and its ef- 
fect on the operator is an insidious 
thing. It is easy to get accustomed 
to gradual inefficiency of machinery, 
and the operator is not likely to 
think much about it because he gets 
along all right, and by and by he 
gets into a condition of mind where 
he believes that nothing will ever 
happen to him. So he lets his 
brakes go; runs his car without 
proper lights or reflectors or wind- 
shield wipers, all because his ex- 
perience in the past has been good. 

“Then suddenly there comes an 
emergency and this man wants to 
stop quickly, and he can’t, and so 
he runs over somebody, who had a 
right to expect he was going to stop, 
with a fatal result. Or somebody 
runs into a truck which isn’t marked 
because he can’t see it in time. 
Quite possibly that person was go- 
ing too fast, but aside from that, 
the law having prescribed and rea- 
son having required that these pre- 
cautions be taken, it is fair to insist 
that they be carried out and main- 
tained.” 

No one will deny that everything 
possible should be done to correct 
this situation and many safety 
authorities believe it should be done 
by legislation. They feel that the 
state should designate reputable 
garages in every city and town, and 
issue authorization to those garages 
in the form of enamel plates or 
other insignia which can be hung 
in a conspicuous place outside, to 
the effect that that garage is au- 
thorized by the state to inspect 
motor vehicles. Every automobile 
owner in order to get renewal plates 
would have to have his car inspected 
and be issued a certificate to be filed 
with his application for plates. 

The National Safety Council has 
always recognized vehicular defects 
as one of the important elements 


in causing accidents, even in normal

times. It has promoted voluntary 
inspection campaigns in many parts 
of the country. As a result of these 
voluntary campaigns there has been 
a tendency to pass state laws making 
such inspections compulsory. At 
least seven states now have such 
laws, authorizing the Motor Vehicle 
Department to require all vehicles to 
be submitted for inspection from one 
to four times per year. 

The Committee on Maintenance 
of the Motor Vehicle for the 1930 
National Conference on Street and 
Highway Safety recommends such 
legislation and also states “in order 
to insure the inspection of all motor 
vehicles at least once a year it is 
recommended that a certificate of 
inspection be required as a pre- 
requisite to the issuance of regis- 
tration plates.” 

Even in normal times, a few finan- 
cially irresponsible drivers will con- 
tinue to operate cars of ancient 
vintage which are mechanically im- 
perfect and a menace to other driv- 
ers unless some way is found to 
keep them off the road. It would 
seem that the remainder of the 
country might well follow the lead 
of the few states which now require 
a definite inspection of cars at least 
once a year.—Public Safety.

The Westinghouse Electric &

The new valve which has been | 
perfected by L. G. Riley, engineer of 
Westinghouse, will automatically | 
seal a plane's gasoline line when | 


the ignition is turned off, eliminat- 
ing to a large extent the danger of 
gasoline fires. Existing types of 
fuel valves on airplanes must be 
closed by hand. 

Airplane designers and builders 
spare no expense within reason 
when it comes to building safety into 
their product. Riley’s new electri- 
cally operated valve is expected to 
increase the present high margin of 
safety to air travelers. 

The new valve makes the possi- 
bility of fire more remote, making a 
leak-proof seal at the gas tank 
whenever the pilot, sensing impend- 
ing danger, cuts off his motor. With | 
the valve closed, even a broken fuel 
line canont result in the hot motor 
being sprayed with gasoline. 

Riley’s valve consists of an inner 
steel core and a hollow outer tube 
which becomes an integral part of 
the gasoline line. Electricity passing 
through a coil of wire wound around 
the outer tubing exerts a magnetic 
pull upon the inner core piece and 
holds it open against spring pres- 
sure. When the pilot shuts off the 
ignition switch the current to the 
electric valve is also cut off and the 
inner core, no longer held back by 
the pull of the magnet, is closed by 
the spring, sealing the tube. 

Leakage in the valve has been 
eliminated by a new type of seal 
known as a flanged, flared-tube 
joint. It has no stuffing boxes to 
pack and no gaskets to remove and 
remains leakproof throughout its

kept in a straight line with the 
steering gear camshart. 

“Operation is as follows: Manipu- 
lation of the steering wheel turns 
the control lever 4 in either direc- 
tion. If the steering wheel is 
manipulated for a right turn, the 
control lever 4 moves to the right. 
As there is always present a resist- 
ance to turning of the wheels, the 
control lever 4 moves the upper end 
of the intermediate lever 5 to the 
left because the intermediate lever is 
hinged on the pitman arm at 7. 
Movement of the upper part of the 
intermediate lever 5 causes a move- 
ment of the valve rod and through 
the rocker arm 3 exerts pressure on 
the plunger of control valve 9, which 
is connected to the left side of the 
double-acting piston 14. Thus air 
pressure is admitted to the cylinder 
until the piston force is equivalent 
to the resistance of the wheels to 
turn and move the pitman arm to 
the right. As long as the steering 
wheel is turned, the valve remains 
open. When the movement of the 
steering wheel is stopped, the move- 
ment of the piston 14 continues un- 
til it moves the upper end of the 
intermediate lever 5 to a position 
that allows the intake valve 15 to 
close and cut off additional flow of 
air. To maintain a certain air pres- 
gure in the air cylinder it is neces- 
sary to maintain a certan force on 
the plunger of the control valve pis- 
ton. For left turn the right hand 
control valve 10 is actuated and air 
is admitted to the right side of pis- 
ton, thereby moving the pitman arm 
to the left. 

“Air steering control reduces road 
shock considerably and minimizes 

< shimmy condition. This is because 
the control valve is reversed through 
a very slight movement of the drag 
link. If the movement of the wheel 
resulting from shimmy is in the di- 
rection in which the wheel is turned,
